he Canadian People 


Io rounding out the celebration of the Diamond Jubilee of Confedera 
tion, the Dominion Parliament at its next session might well take one more 
tiep to further promote a united Canadian sentiment and develop a stronger 
Canadian national spirit by making legislative provision for the recognition 
of ihe Canadian race, and to enaét that a person born in Canada, whatever 
their racial descent, shall be designed In the census returns of 
Dominion as a “Canadian.” 

At the present time, tens of thousands of native-born Canadians aré 


made to suffer a feeling of inferiority, not only in thelr own eyes but before 
the world, through their inability to record themselves as Canadians, Under 
the census regulations of the past they have been forced to designate 
themselves as English, Irish, Scotch, French, Duich, German, American, - 
anything but what they really are, Canadtans 


As a result, the census statisiies of thig Dominion advertise to the 
world that this country of Canada is inhabited by all manner of races and 
condiuions of people, except Canadians, That in all this broad Dominion, 
& self governing nation in the British Commenwealth of Nations, with a 
statis equal to that of Great Britain Itself, and a fall-fledged member of the 
League of Nations, there is no such person as a Canadian 


if in England the same antiquated and obsolete system of census 
enumeration prevailed, many families who have lived in England for 
centuries would be compelled to classify themselves as Dutch, or French, 
anything but English, His Gracious Majesty the King, the Prince of Wales, 


end other members of the Royal Family would be recorded as Germah. In 
the United States, if our absurd system existed, there would be every known 
race under the sun, except Americans. It is the wun-understandable 
insistence of the Ottawa authorities in this matter which is one of the 
causes of people in other lands falling to understand and appreciate the 
national and international position of Canada today. 

Furthermore, the existing state of things is most unfair to the people 
of Canada, There are thousands of Canadians whose parents, grandparents, 
freat-grandparents, were bora in Canada, and who do not know, and much 
less care, whether generations back their forebears originally hailed from 
the British Isles, the continent of Kurope, or the isles of the seas, They are 
Canadians. That is good enough for them, and it ought to be good enough 
for the Canadian Government, 

In some Cases & man's great-grandfaiher may have been Scotch and 
his great grandmother French; their son may have married a German; the 
fomale offapring of this latter union hay have married a Ukrainian born fn 
(anada but one of whose parents was a Hungarian, who in turn had Russian 
biood, What is the nationality of such a Canadian-born man’ He himself 
dives not know, and tk doubtful if the average cénsus enumerator can 
figure it out. The only potnt on which the enumerator.is clear, and 
because Me Gorernment in Its instructions to him makes it absolutely clear, 
is the man fs not a Canadian regardless of the number of these generations 
of varying racial descent who were born in Canada. 

“Canada our Country” was the motto of the Diamond Jubilee celebra- 
tions, “Our people Canadiana” should be the record disclosed by the 
census returns, not a conglomerate mixture of peoples.

Millions of “Dead” Letters 


Yearly Report Shows Necessity of 
Being Careful About Address 

It will come as a surprise to most 
People, and as a shock to many. to 
learn from the Canadian Post Office 
Department that nearly 2,000,000 
“dead” Jettera were handled by this 
department during last year. More 
than 1,000 of these letters were reg- 
istered — and had a monetary value 
amounting to thousands of dollars. 
In fact, the sum of $19,450 was re 
covered by Postal authorities from 
this large quanilty of undelivered 
mall. The number of such letters is 
far too great. While it will never be 
possible, perhaps, to completely 
eliminate all “dead” letters, they 
could be reduced to a negligible 
number through a litle carefulness 
by the writers, 

It is sheer carelessness on the part 
of the writer in addressing the én- 
velope that ts the primary reason for 
the majority of the 2,000,000 “deads.”
